Alberta Courts Closed 


An Editorial 


HE courts of Alberta are now closed to the collection of 

interest in excess of 5% on debts of every kind and 
description. Absolutely no exceptions are provided for in 
the laws just passed at the special session of the legis- 
lature. 

In view of the usurious collections of 7%, 8° and 
10% made in this province, it is interesting to know just 
what the word “usury” really means. 

John Ruskin quotes Bishop Jewel as follows: 

“Usury is a kind of lending of money, or of any other 
thing, wherein, upon covenant and bargain, we receive 
again the whole principal which we delivered, and some- 
what more for the use of the same: as, if I lend one 
hundred pounds, and for it covenant to receive one hun- 
dred and five pounds, or any other sum greater than 
was the sum which I did lend. This is that that we call 

such a kind of bargaining as all men that ever

It is filthy gains, and a work of darkness: it is 
a monster in nature; the overthrow of mighty king- 
doms; the destruction of flourishing states; the decay 
of wealthy cities; the plagues of the world, and the 
| misery of the people. It is theft; it is the murdering of 
our brethren; it is the curse of God, and the curse of the 
people.” 
John Ruskin’s own view, written in 1876, is even more 
clearly stated: 

“The moment our capital is “increased,” by having 
lent it, be it but in the estimation of a hair, that hair’s 
breadth of increase is usury, just as much as stealing 
a farthing is theft, no less than stealing a million; 


But usury is worse than theft, insofar as it 
obtained either by deceiving people or distressing them; 
generally by both: and finally by deceiving the usurer 
himself, who comes to think that usury is a real increase, 
and that money can grow of money; whereas all usury 
is increase to one person only by decrease to another; 
and every gain of calculated increment to the rich, is 
balanced by its mathematical equivalent of decrement 
to the poor.” 

The issuing of currency and the setting of interest 
rates are sovereign rights which the Parliament of Canada 
permitted organized finance to usurp, with such disastrous 
results to all with the exception of the privileged classes 
operating and using these sovereign rights for private 
profit. 

The unanimous demand of the people all across Canada 
is for the immediate restoration of these rights to 
parliament by making The Bank of Canada a publicly 
owned and controlled institution providing currency and 
credit—cheap and ‘actually’ available—for all construc- 
tive purposes, in the public interest.

Investigate—observe—record. This is the 
method of science. Science is the study of the 
quantitative relationships between the pheno- 
mena of the world we live in. It can and does 
deal with that which can be measured, weighed, 
numbered or expressed mathematically. On the 
other hand it views as unreal those things or 
assumptions that are inexact, immeasurable, 
imponderable or undefined. 

Alexander Findlay in his “Spirit of Chemis- 
try” recently published says: “Overawed by the 
power and majesty of nature; bewildered by 
phenomena and experiences he could not under- 
stand; man in his ignorance peopled the whole 
universe with spirits, demons and deities, whom 
he endowed with human feelings and passions.” 

In the early dawn of man, we find the Cults 
of Mysticism and Magic. The belief, still exist- 
ing, that conceals the entire face of nature be- 
hind forms was then widespread. To the anim- 
ist, nature is a part of man and, therefcre, 
revengeful, loving, capricious, mischievous and 
a true reflection of man’s fears and wishes. The 
Sun, the Moon, Fire, Fertility and all the natural 
processes were worshipped in the form of gods 
and goddesses. 

This was the great age of 
Mankind still suffers under them. 
sider two very familiar forms 

All evil was caused by evil demons residing 
in the blood. Let out the blood and all the 
demons came ‘out with it. So simple as that; 
if the patient recovered, all the demons were 
out; if he died, then some must have been left 
in, Though the original reason was lost in the 
dim receding past, the practice continued. It 
was common to shamans, medicine men, wiz- 
ards, chirugeons, barber-surgeons down to the 
end of the eighteenth century. It dted slowly as 
modern medical science emerged from the dry- 
ing swamps of mystic philosophy 

Those naturally useless metals, gold 
silver, were reverenced as the emblems of 
Sun God and the Moon Goddess respectively. 
These natural powers, being among the greatest 
of the primary sources of religious inspiration, 
it is not surprising that these metals should have 
become sacred symbols. It is also not to be 
wondered at, that the Kings and Emperors, who 
at a later date claimed the power and divinity 
of the ancient gods, while demanding worship 
from their subjects, should have issued tokens 
of these metals bearing their imprints and in- 
Signia, The practice of using such tokens to 
facilitate exchange in an age of barter has car- 
ried this superstitious reverence for these metals 
down to the present day. Old superstitions die 
hard 

As material wealth grew, the great slave 
civilizations brought leisure to the slave-owner. 
From this leisure arose the cults of Speculation 
and Philosophic Inquiry. To these we owe, at 
least, one great debt, for they formulated the 
rules of logical thinking. True they applied 
them only to endless discussions, based on vague 
assumptions and ending in vaguer con- 
clusi These formed pleasant mental exer- 
cises that undoubtedly developed the reasoning 
powers of both European and Asian peoples 

The halcyon days of this cult saw, however, 
the first faint signs of a new methodology. In- 
vestigate record the basis of 
the teaching of the Greek Philosopher, Aristotle 

The opportunities for investigation and the 
powers of observation of this teacher and his 
pupils were limited by their environment and 
conditioning. The errors they fell into were im- 
mense. Aristotle claims to have observed five 
elements of which matter was composed.

The records, that Aristotle and his 
left, crystalised as dogma, during the revival of 
the Cults of Mysticism and Magic, commonly 
called the “Dark Ages This prevented any 
further application of his methods of investigat- 
ing and observing, since such were considered 
impious and sacrilegious

Muscles 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY

The term muscle comes from 


peoples, the movement of the muscles of the 


upper arm reminded them of a little mouse run- 
ning along, and this accounts for the name. 
Therefore, when you esk someone, “How are 
your muscles?” you are re- 
ally asking; “How are your 
little mice?” If you will ask 
a man having a good muscular 
development to flex the mus- 
cles of the upper arm, you 
will readily see how this idea 
of the little mouse first 
started. 

The function of the muscle 
is motion or movement and it 
is because of the muscular tis- 
sue which man possesses that 
he has the power to move about over the face 
of the earth, and also the ability to manipulate 
various materials and to fashion them into some- 
thing he can use or admire. Man is what he is 
because he moves—and he moves because it is 
the work of the muscles to accomplish such 
movement.

We are so accustomed to the power of move- 
ment that we take it for granted, little appreci- 
ating the many complicated movements needed 
for the most ordinary action such as walking or 
talking. Nor do we appreciate the fact that we 
respond to other people by various kinds of 
movement. 

Each muscle of the hedy is provided with 
blood vessels and lymphatics and also with one 
or more nerves. The nerves which have as their 
special function the bringing about of move- 
ment are called motor nerves. The actual mo- 
tion is produced by a contraction of the muscle 
and the muscle contracts by pulling against its 
attachments. 


In addition to producing movement, muscles 
also have another work in the body; the pro- 
duction of heat. When you touch your body 
with your fingers, you feel a certain amount of 
animal warmth and this warmth is produced 
almost altogether by the muscles. 

Even when you are standing still without 
moving entirely about, your muscles are doing 
a certain amount of work, for they must muin- 
tain a constant tension to maintain the upright 
posture. Because the muscles must work hard- 
er when you are standing erect than when you 
are lying down, this means that more heat is 
given off and therefore that you will remain 
warmer than when you are at rest. Here is the 
explanation of why you do not have enough 
heat to keep you warm in bed without addi- 
tional covering. 

Of course, the more strenuous your activity, 
the more warmth you produce, and people who 
are aware of this fact, have learned to move 
about vigorously when they are cold and want 
to warm up. In fact, men who are lost and ex- 
posed to intense cold, as in a snowstorm, know 
that to lie down means to freeze to death, while 
to keep moving means to stay alive 

Muscular tissue is made up of individual 
units called fibers and these fibers are formed 
into bundles, each human body having about 
four billion of these fibers. It has been esti- 
mated that by adding the length of these fibers, 
the total length would be 189 million miles. In 
other words, whenever you make a series of 
vigorous movements which call upon all of the 
voluntary muscles of the body, you have 189 
million miles of muscle fiber helping you! 

In addition to the muscles producing move- 
ment and producing heat, they have another 
function and that is to improve the circulation 
of the blood. The muscle which is actively at 
work demands a free blood supply which means 


that it attracts to it an abundance of blood 
Those securing plenty of exercise have good 
circulations, while those who secure little ex- 


ercise usually have defective circulations 
One of the principal characteristics of muscle 
tissue is that the more it works, the stronger it 


becomes. Muscular development depends upon 
active use. The use of a muscle increases its 
power—-that is one of the fundamental laws
